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KANSAS CITY (AP) - Democrats charged 


President Ford with failing to provide the nation 
with economic leadership and launched their par- 
ty's unprecedented miniconvention Friday by 
roaring approval of their own eight-point program 
to fight inflation and recession. 


Exultant over last month's election successes, 


the Democrats cheered a round of speeches in 
which party and congressional leaders denounced 
the Republican administration and proclaimed the 
goals of party unity, economic action in 1975 and a 
presidential victory in 1976. 


Then, as rival factions conferred and planned for 


Saturday's showdown on a party charter, the 2,038 
delegates overwhelmingly endorsed a 1975 
legislative program calling for tax reform, national 
health insurance, a public service jobs plan and "an 
across-the-board system of economic controls." 


Even before they voted, the party's congressional 


leaders, led by House Speaker Carl Albert of 
Oklahoma, pledged that the overwhelming

United Nations — The United States warned 


the United Nations Friday that support for it in 
Congress and among the American people was 
eroding. 


Speaking in the General Assembly, chief U.S. 


delegate John A. Scali criticized the recent trend in 
the world organization toward dominance by a 
broad coalition of developing countries, including 
very small ones, backed by the Communist powers. 


He sternly reminded the assembly, however, 


that it is not a legislature and that its resolutions 
are only advisory. He said that resolutions were 
often adopted by assembly majorities that repre- 
sent only a small fraction of the world's population. 


Scali cautioned that when a majority rule 


became "the tyranny of the majority, the minority 
will cease to respect or obey it." 


"Many Americans are questioning their belief 


in the United Nations," Scali said. 


He charged that a tendency was accelerating to 


"adopt one-sided, unrealistic resolutions that can- 
not be implemented." Furthermore, Scali said, 
there is a new threat in a growing tendency by the 
world body to flout its own charter. 


Scali 's wide-ranging indictment of recent U.N. 


practices appeared to stun many delegates from 
other nations. Its impact was reinforced by similar 
criticism in speeches by representatives of Britain, 
France and West Germany. 


Delegates generally assumed Oat Seal's ad- 


dress had been inspired by Secretary of State 
Kissinger. 


Scali described debates on the Middle East and 


South Africa as disturbing examples of "sett- 
centered actions" endangering the future of the 
world organization. 


In the discussions and votes on the Middle 


East, Israel and her relatively few supporters, in- 
cluding the United States, found themselves all but 
isolated. 


Scali also mentioned the recent dedwns of 


the U.S. Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization to deny cultural aid to Israel and 
exclude her from UNESCO regional groupings.

Democratic majorities in the House and Senate 
would move promptly in January 'to enact 
measures aimed at the national economic crisis. 


"The people want positive action in dealing with 


national problems; the Democratic party must 
provide positive action," proclaimed assistant 
Senate Demoratic leader Robert C. Byrd of West 
Virginia in a speech interrupted repeatedly by 
applause. 


"They look to us for salvation in a time near 


depression," declared Rep. Richard Boiling of 
Missouri. 


Although the rules didn't permit amendments, 


the one-hour debate revealed that some delegates 
opposed the economic resolution. 


A request for a roll call vote fell far short of the 


25 per cent needed for approval, but there was still 
a significant number of negative votes when the 
resolution was passed. 


A parade of governors, mayors, congressmen and 


state legislators supported the measure. 


"We in the Democratic party have a responsibili- 


ty in the times of crisis to come forward with bold 
and effective programs for all of our people," said 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


"The Republican answer to inflation is 


depression," said Baltimore Councilwoman Bar- 
bara Mikulski. 


Originally drafted as a seven-point program, the 


final resolution contained an eighth point endor- 
sing "other legislative goals" of Democratic 
leaders including consumer protection and no-fault 
auto insurance. 


The convention, which will adopt the first 


written constitution of any U.S. political party, was 
gaveled to order by national Chairman Robert S. 
Strauss a half-hour after its scheduled opening at 4 
p.m. local time. 


"We see a rejuvenated and rebuilt coalition of 


compassionate and progressive Democrats," 
shouted Strauss in a welcoming speech. He said

Money Supply Loosened 


Washington (AP) — The 


Federal Reserve Board, taking a 
major step at easing its previous 
restrictions on the money supp- 
ly, announced Friday it has ap- 
proved a decrease in the rate of 
interest it charges banks for 
borrowing in two federal dis- 
tricts. 


The reserve lowered to 7.75 


per cent the discount rate for 
member banks in the New York 
and Philadelphia districts. The 
discount rate had been 8% 
nationwide since last April, 
when the Fed began damping 
down on the money supply in an 
effort to stem inflation. 


The Fed's latest action was 


"taken in view of the recent 
slackening in the demand for 
credit and in recognition of the 
lower level of market interest 
rates that has developed since 
last summer," the board said. 


The discount rate charged 


member banks is in many 
respects the floor on which the 
nation's economy is structured. 


A lowering of the discount rate 


makes it cheaper for banks to 
borrow money and in turn eases 
the pressure on interest rates 
which 
consumers and 


businessmen must pay to borrow 
money. 


Toe Fed said the New York 


and Philadelphia districts were 
the onty ones which had asked 
for the lower borrowing rate. 
The rate in UK other sections of 
the country remains at 8 per cent 
until directors of the district 
banks request a lower discount 
rate and the board of governors 
in Washington approves. 


The Reserve Board action 


comes on the heels of steady 
dediDes in borrowing demands 
by both consumers and 


businessmen and an accom- 
panying drop in rates. 


The prime lending rate for 


commercial banks, or the in- 
terest rate they charge their best 
customers has dropped steadily 
to 10 per cent or lower from a 
record 12 per cent this summer 
when the economy was stronger 
and inflation was seen by of- 
ficials as more of a threat than it 
is now. 


of working families, minorities, labor, the farmer 
and the businessman, and are now ready to serve 
the people of our great land." 


The economic resolution says the Nixon and 


Ford administrations have followed policies that 
have brought the country to the worst recession 
since the great depression and the most serious in- 
flation ever experienced in peace time. 


"In the face of these catastrophic economic 


facts," the resolution added, "the new Republican 
administration refuses to take the strong remedial 
steps that are urgently needed and that Americans 
are ready to support." 


"Instead, the Ford administration continues to 


rely on public relations campaigns and voluntary 
appeals for sacrifice from persons least able to 
make them. The decisive and purposeful leadership 
that people have a right to expect of their national 
government is totally lacking." 


The resolution's seven-point program included: 
1. An unrestricted public service jobs program 


plus more effective unemployment compensation. 


2. A comprehensive tax reform package, in- 


cluding meaningful tax reductions for moderate- 
and low-income families, elimination of individual 
and corporate tax privileges and shelters and an 
end to tax incentives "that encourage multinational 
corporations to export American jobs and capital." 


3. Revival of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 


poration to assist financially ailing businesses, and 
preference in credit allocation to housing, utilities, 


municipal borrowers, food production and small 
businesses. 


4. Strengthening antitrust laws and revision of 


statutes that protect private industry from com- 
petition. 


5. Support of "an across-the-board system of 


economic controls, including prices, wages, 
executive compensation, profits and rents." The 
program would be administered by a council or 
agency whose members are confirmed by Congress 
and with authority to create needed monitoring 
and enforcement procedures. 


6. A mandatory system of energy conservation. 


The final version of the proposal deleted a sentence 
and stated the system could include rationing of 
gasoline and fuel oil "as a last resort." 


7. Prompt passage of a comprehensive system of 


national health insurance. 


Two of the party's 1976 presidential hopefuls — 


Sens. Lloyd M. Bentsen of Texas and Henry M. 
Jackson of Washington — sounded similar themes 
m their appearances before a panel on economic 
issues. 


At the panel on natural resources, Rep. Morris 


K. Udall of Arizona, the party's only declared 
presidential candidate, said of the administration's 
energy conservation proposals: "In many cases, the 
Ford proposals maximize the inconvenience and 
provide only minimal savings."

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Jobless Rate Highest In 13 Years 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Near- 


ly fiix million American job 
seekers were out of work last 
month as the unemployment 
rate jumped to 6.5 per cent, its 
highest level in 13 years, the 
government reported Friday. 


The November increase in the 


jobless rate, from October's six 
per cent level, prompted the 
White House to acknowledge the 
economy is deteriorating more 
rapidly than anticipated. 


With Christmas fast ap- 


proaching more Americans now 
are out of work than any other 
time since 1940, when the nation 
was coming out of the Great 
Depression and gearing up for 
World War II. There were about 
81 million unemployed then. 
This made up 14.6 per cent of 
that era's smaller labor force. 


Total Said 5,975,000 


The Labor Department 


reported that 462,000 more 
workers joined the unemploy- 
ment rolls last month, bringing 
the total without jobs to a 
seasonally adjusted 5,975,000. 
That Was 1.9 million more than 
in November 1973. Nearly half of 


that 12-month increase was 
among workers who lost their 
last jobs. 


Thousands more job layoffs 


have been reported in the 
automobile and other key in- 
dustries since the government 
collected the November employ- 
ment figures and these are 
expected to push the December 
unemployment rate to nearly 
seven per cent. 


White House Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen said the 6.5 per cent 
unemployment rate is "a source 
of great concern" to President 
Ford Nessen said the entire 
economic situation is under 
review and hinted the ad- 
ministration would soon seek 
new antirecession legislation. 


Faster Than Expected 


Nessen acknowledged that un- 


employment had increased 
faster than expected since Ford 
unveiled his economic program 
Oct. 8, but gave no indication of 
what new steps might be takn. 


Speaking in behalf of Ford, 


Nessen urged quick con- 
gressional passage of administra- 
tion proposals to authorize an 


additional 83,000 public service 
jobs and to give the unemployed 
an added 13 weeks of jobless 
benefits. 


Had Congress acted by now, 


these proposals would have 
automatically gone into effect 
Friday, triggered by the 
November unemployment rate. 


AFL-CIO President George 


Meany called the statistics "the 
disastrous results" of former 
President Richard M. Nixon's 
economic policies and urged 
Ford and Congress to "take 
emergency steps to put the na- 
tion back to work." 


Meany called for, among other 


things, tower interest rates, new 
housing programs, the release of 
billions of dollars for public 
works construction programs 
and the enactment of legislation 
to create needed jobs. 


Biggest Since I960 


The November increase in the 


jobless rate was the biggest 
monthly jump since the 
November-December period in 
1960 when joblessness also rose 


five-tenths of a per cent. The last 
time unemployment hit 6.5 per 
cent was in October 1961. 


The Labor Department said 


most of the 462,000 rise in the 
number of unemployed workers 
last month represented persons 
who had been laid off or been 
fired. This reflects a sizeable up- 
swing in unemployment among 
blue-collar workers, especially 
those in the auto, electrical 
equipment, construction and 
textile industries, the govern- 
ment said. There were also 
heavy layoffs among some 
white-collar workers, particular- 
ly those in retail trade. 


The seriousness of the 


economic decline also was 
reflected in the drop in total 
employment, which declined 
nearly 800,000 last month to 85.7 
million and virtually wiped out 
the entire increase in the 
number of jobs gained over the 
past year. The civilian labor 
force also declined by 323,000 to 
91.7 million. 


The civilian labor force in- 


cludes all those who are working 
or would like to be whether they 


are employed or not. Its decline 
means people left the labor 
force, to return to school or for 
some other reason, and thus 
while total employment declined 
nearly 800,000, the increase in 
unemployment was not that 
large. 


Until last month, the economy 


had continued to generate new 
jobs even though unemployment 
was rising. 


Women Affected 


Although the November in- 


crease in unemployment was 
widespread, adult women were 
especially affected. Their jobless 
rate rose from 5.6 to 6.6 per cent. 
The rate for adult men increased 
from 4.3 to 4.6 per cent. That for 
teen-agers was little changed at 
17.3 per cent. 


Unemployment among blacks 


and other minorities rose from 
10.9 to 11.7 per cent. The rate for 
whites increased from 5.4 to 5.8 
per cent. 


The average workweek fell 


four-tenths of a per cent last 
month to 36.2 hours. Factor 
overtime declined to 2.7 hours. 
Average weekly earnings were 


listed as $157.47 in November, 
down $2.11 from October but up 
$8.76 over a year ago. 


Rise Broadly Based 


Commissioner Julius Shiskin 


of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, which prepared the 
job report, said in testimony 
before the Joint Economic Com- 
mittee of Congress that 
joblessness was rising in a broad 
range 'of industries. He said 
three-fourths of the 172 in- 
dustrial categories showed job 
losses last month as compared to 
a year earlier. 


Committee Chairman William 


Proxmire, D-Wis., called the ad- 
ministration's public service job 
program "grossly inadequate." 
He said Ford's proposal would 
provide at a maximum only 
about 374,000 state and local 
government jobs. 


Both the House and Senate are 


considering an expanded public 
jobs program. Sen. Jacob K. 
Javits, R-N.Y., called for a $4 
billion program, saying that 
"public confidence in the 
nation's ability to deal with un- 
acceptable unemployment is 
now critical." 


Pentagon Head Says N-Pact 
May Require Costly Weapons 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of Defense 


James R. Schlesinger said Friday the new U.S - 
Soviet lid on nuclear arms may require costly new 
U.S. weapons that would increase defense spen- 
ding in years ahead 


Schlesinger said the Vladivostok agreement 


may lead directly to more long-range, missile- 
firing Trident submarines and said "we must 
produce a new bomber." 


He also said research is continuing on bigger 


land-based intercontinental ballistic missiles that 
could be developed, depending on what the 
Soviets do. 


Speaking at a news conference, Schlesinger 


called the arms agreement between President 
Ford and Soviet party chief Leonid Brezhnev a 
breakthrough and "a diplomatic achievement for 
the President," but said it "was not a panacea." 


He said the new U.S. weapons may be

"We are going to match them over-all,"

In a withering 90 minutes of 


cross-examination, assistant 
special prosecutor Jill Wine 
Volner insisted Bittman knew 
the cash was hush money, knew 
Hunt was lying about it and hid 
the truth from investigators.

Bittman Insists It 
Wasn't Hush Money 


Washington (UPI) — William 
O. Bittman, once the lawyer for 
Watergate conspirator E. 
Howard Hunt J r , Friday denied 
he had known the burglars were 
paid to keep quiet and had lied 
about it. 
Watergate prosecutors, wrap­ 
ping up the 10th week of the 
cover-up trial, charged Bittman 
was still trying to “stonewall” 
and said his testimony was an 
attempt to “torpedo” their case. 
Called as a court witness over 
defense and prosecution objec­ 
tions. Bittman insisted the $156,- 
000 he received as Hunt’s lawyer 
was for legal fees and nothing 
else. 
“ I had no information to 
believe that any money paid to 
Mr. Hunt was for his silence 
. . . he shouted at one point, 
pounding the witness box with 
his fist. “Mr. Hunt never in­ 
dicated to me in any manner 
whatsoever that anything he was 
doing was a quid pro quo, that is, 
silence in exchange for money. 
In fact, everything was to the 
contrary.” 
In a withering 90 minutes of 
cross-examination, assistant 
special prosecutor Jill Wine 
Voiner insisted Bittman knew 
the cash was hush money, knew 
Hunt was lying about it and hid 
the truth from investigators. 
At least three previous 
witnesses said the cash 


payments to the burglars and 
their lawyer, $429,500 in all. was 
to keep them quiet about high- 
level involvement in the 
Watergate break-in plot. 
Bittman also said he had not 
read Hunt’s Nov. 14,1972, memo 
about White House “ com­ 
mitments” to the Watergate 
burglars until six months after it 
was written.

$886 41 also said the state would 
pay the full amount if the district 
approved it. He said the law 
requires school districts to pay 
10% of the costs.

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People Win With Topes 


How many people might want to hear 


the White House tapes on the Watergate af- 
fair, we do not know, but it is significant 
that the public has now been given the 
right to hear them. That right was assured 
by U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. Gesell 
who said that former President Richard M. 
Nixon "has no right to prevent normal 
access to these public documents." 


The tapes, ruled the judge, are public 


property and will be released under con- 
ditions yet to be determined. By now, the 
tapes are more a matter of simple interest 
than of great importance but the principle 
of their public nature is a vital and en- 
during matter. 


The decision is a significant one 


because it helps to protect the public's 
right to know about affairs of government. 
This is a right that has been largely 
assaulted in recent years at the federal 
level of government. 


It is a right that is often infringed upon 


at local levels of government. Just this 
week, a county official attending a conven- 
tion in Lincoln proposed that people not be 


told about their rights in matters of rural 
road rights-of-way. 


If people knew their rights in such 


property matters, he reasoned, it could 
seriously bother county road programs. 
That is just the kind of attitude that ought 
to be discouraged. 


Far too often, public figures tend to 


believe that their business is a private af- 
fair. They often forget that they hold a 
public trust and it is the people they are 
serving, not themselves or any other 
private objective. 


The decision by Gesell will make it a 


little harder in the future for government 
officials to put a mantle of secrecy on the 
things they do and the things they say. It 
will be a little easier now to inform the 
people on the activities of public officials. 


That, of course, is the cornerstone of 


our free and democratic form of govern- 
ment. Governmental authority comes from 
the people and government responsibility 
is to the people. The ruling by Judge Gesell 
anchored those principles just a little more 
firmly in the law of the land. 


Scarcity A New Dilemma 


Delegates attending this week's 


Nebraska Association of County Officials 
convention were treated in a number of 
areas to further consideration of the 
economic dilemma in which the nation 
finds itself. It should be obvious to all by 
now that our dilemma is one of scarcity 
and we have no ready answers for it. 


County officials discussed overall spen- 


ding and the need for fiscal responsibility 
but note was taken of what was described 
as a "massive ripoff" today by the oil com- 
panies. Thus, there is the conflict of 
frugality urged upon one segment of the • 
economy (government) while another seg- 
ment (the oil industry) reaps a harvest of 
expanding profits. 


Much the same thing is seen 


elsewhere. Generally speaking, the 
American .people are being asked to cut 
back in their style of living but often find 
that such a cutback saves .them nothing. 
With volume of sales reduced, utility com- 
panies must hike rates to maintain 
adequate revenues and customers find no 
reward for their frugality. 


. The conflict carries over into the entire 


economic situation today when we face the 
threat of depression and inflation at the

same time. The scarcity of raw materials 
pushes prices upward while the resulting 
inflation robs consumers of their 
purchasing power and paves the way 
toward recession. 


The great debate at the moment 


centers on a determination of which is the 
greater evil — inflation or depression — 
and on whether we should rely upon the 
natural workings of the market or the force 
of involuntary controls to bring about the 
economic balance we all want. Very clear- 
ly, the answers are not easy to come by. 


And just -as clear is the hard fact that 


we are a nation that has not learned to live 
with scarcity. Our entire society has been 
geared from its inception to a state of abun- 
dance and to the advantages of mass 
production, distribution and consumption. 


We need both short-term and long- 


term answers if we are to avoid a major 
economic catastrophe. Government 
leaders at all levels face a need today for 
statesmanship that might well be un- 
paralleled in the history of our country. 
Hopefully, county officials at least gained 
that much insight during their Lincoln 
gathering.

Probe Of Fraud Stifled 


WASHINGTON — An investigation by the 


Health, Education and Welfare Department of 
more than $30 million in frauds and other 
ripoffs has been thwarted by the pinch-penny 
Senate Appropriations Committee. 


At present, 81 major criminal cases in- 


volving at least |17.5 million are backlogged in 
the files of HEW gumshoes while the ingenious 
fast-buck artists who perpetrated the frauds are 
living like kings on,the taxpayers' money. 


Another 1M cases have not even been 


opened although HEW has respectable leads 
they could follow if they had the manpower. 
The theft from the taxpayers in these cases can- 
not accurately be estimated, but it may total 
another $19 million to *t* million. 


The locales of the frauds and thefts range 


from small towns in Texas to the biggest 
metropolises. The pitifully small HEW in- 
vestigations staff has found hints of *3 million in 
Medkaid chiseling by as many as 100 New York 
doctors. 


In Los Angeles, Cleveland and Boston, 


probable student loan fraud by "schools" and 
lenders reaches close to IS million. In Chicago, 
across-the-board frauds are believed to exist in 
health aid programs and embezzlement has 
been discovered in HEW grants. "" 


In Atlanta, frauds and embezzlements in 


grants, student loan frauds, cheating on health 
and rehabilitation programs and other crimes 
by supposedly respectable businessmen, social 
workers and health program directors may total 
15 miUkn.

Appropriations Committee by HEW complains 
that "inadequate investigative capability has 
dictated that investigative action (on Medicaid) 
be taken by state agencies although the 
predominant source of funding comes from 
federal funds."

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People Win With Tapes 


How many people might want to hear 
the White Hou se tapes on the Watergate af­ 
fair, we do not k now, bu t it is significant 
that the pu blic has now been giv en the 
right to hear them. That right was assu red 
by U.S. District Ju dge Gerhard A. Gesell 
who said that former President Richard M. 
Nix on “has no right to prev ent normal 
access to these pu blic docu ments.” 
The tapes, ru led the ju dge, are pu blic 
property and will be released u nder con­ 
ditions y et to be determined. By now, the 
tapes are more a m atter of simple interest 
than of great importance bu t the principle 
of their pu blic natu re is a v ital and en­ 
du ring matter. 
The decision is a significant one 
becau se it helps to protect the pu blic’s 
right to k now abou t affairs of gov ernment. 
This is a right that has been largely 
assau lted in recent y ears at the federal 
lev el of gov ernment. 
It is a right that is often infringed u pon 
at local lev els of gov ernment. Ju st this 
week , a cou nty official attending a conv en­ 
tion in Lincoln proposed that people not be 


told abou t their rights in matters of ru ral 
road rights-of-way . 
If people k new their rights in su ch 
property matters, he reasoned, it cou ld 
seriou sly bother cou nty road programs. 
That is ju st the k ind of attitu de that ou ght 
to be discou raged. 
Far too often, pu blic figu res tend to 
believ e that their bu siness is a priv ate af­ 
fair. They often forget that they hold a 
pu blic tru st and it is the people they are 
serv ing, not themselv es or any other 
priv ate objectiv e. 
The decision by Gesell will mak e it a 
little harder in the fu tu re for gov ernment 
officials to pu t a mantle of secrecy on the 
things they do and the things they say . It 
will be a little easier now to inform the 
people on the activ ities of pu blic officials. 
That, of cou rse, is the cornerstone of 
ou r free and democratic form of gov ern­ 
ment. Gov ernmental au thority comes from 
the people and gov ernment responsibility 
is to the people. The ru ling by Ju dge Gesell 
anchored those principles ju st a little more 
firmly in the law of the land. 
Scarcity A New Dilemma 


D elegates attending this w eek ’s 
Nebrask a Association of Cou nty Officials 
conv ention were treated in a nu mber of 
areas to fu rther consideration of the 
economic dilemma in which the nation 
finds itself. It shou ld be obv iou s to all by 
now that ou r dilemma is one of scarcity 
and we hav e no ready answers for it. 
Cou nty officials discu ssed ov erall spen­ 
ding and the need for fiscal responsibility 
bu t note was tak en of what was described 
as a “massiv e ripoff” today by the oil com­ 
panies. Thu s, there is the conflict of 
fru gality u rged u pon one segment of the 
economy (gov ernment) while another seg­ 
ment (the oil indu stry ) reaps a harv est of 
ex panding profits. 
M u ch th e sa m e th ing is seen 
elsew here. 
G enerally speak ing, the 
American people are being ask ed to cu t 
back in their sty le of liv ing bu t often find 
that su ch a cu tback sav es them nothing. 
With v olu me of sales redu ced, u tility com­ 
panies m u st hik e rates to m aintain 
adeq u ate rev enu es and cu stomers find no 
reward for their fru gality . 
The conflict carries ov er into the entire 
economic situ ation today when we face the 
threat of depression and inflation at the

same time. The scarcity of raw materials 
pu shes prices u pward while the resu lting 
inflation robs consu m ers of th e ir 
pu rchasing power and pav es the way 
toward recession. 


The great debate at the moment 
centers on a determination of which is the 
greater ev il — inflation or depression — 
and on whether we shou ld rely u pon the 
natu ral work ings of the mark et or the force 
of inv olu ntary controls to bring abou t the 
economic balance we all want. Very clear­ 
ly , the answers are not easy to come by . 


And ju st as clear is the hard fact that 
we are a nation that has not learned to liv e 
with scarcity . Ou r entire society has been 
geared from its inception to a state of abu n­ 
dance and to the adv antages of mass 
produ ction, distribu tion and consu mption. 
We need both short-term and long­ 
term answers if we are to av oid a major 
econom ic 
catastrophe. 
G ov ernm ent 
leaders at all lev els face a need today for 
statesmanship that might well be u n­ 
paralleled in the history of ou r cou ntry . 
Hopefu lly , cou nty officials at least gained 
that mu ch insight du ring their Lincoln 
gathering.

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Probe Of Fraud Stifled 


WASHINGTON — An inv estigation by the 
Health, Edu cation and Welfare Department of 
more than $30 million in frau ds and other 
ripoffs has been thwarted by the pinch-penny 
Senate Appropriations Committee. 
At present, 81 major criminal cases in­ 
v olv ing at least $17 .5 million are back logged in 
the files of HEW gu mshoes while the ingeniou s 
fast-bu ck artists who perpetrated the frau ds are 
liv ing lik e k ings on the tax pay ers’ money . 


Another 100 cases hav e not ev en been 
opened althou gh HEW has respectable leads 
they cou ld follow if they had the manpower. 
The theft from the tax pay ers in these cases can­ 
not accu rately be estim ated, bu t it may total 
another $10 million to $20 million. 


The locales of the frau ds and thefts range 
from small towns in Tex as to the biggest 
metropolises. The pitifu lly small HEW in­ 
v estigations staff has fou nd hints of $3 million in 
Medicaid chiseling by as many as 100 New York 
doctors. 
In Los Angeles, Clev eland and Boston, 
probable stu dent loan frau d by “schools” and 
lenders reaches close to $5 million. In Chicago, 
across-the-board frau ds are believ ed to ex ist in 
health aid programs and embezzlement has 
been discov ered in HEW grants. ' 
In Atlanta, frau ds and embezzlements in 
grants, stu dent loan frau ds, cheating on health 
and rehabilitation programs and other crimes 
by su pposedly respectable bu sinessmen, social 
work ers and health program directors may total 
$5 million. 


A confidential report prov ided to the Senate 
Appropriations Committee by HEW complains 
that “inadeq u ate inv estigativ e capability has 
dictated that inv estigativ e action (on Medicaid) 
be tak en by state agencies althou gh the 
predominant sou rce of fu nding comes from 
federal fu nds.” 


On the stu dent loan programs, where frau d 
may total $15 million and defau lted loans may 
soon ru n to $400 million a y ear, the HEW docu ­ 
ment is ev en more blu nt on the need to su pple­ 
ment the tiny 10-man staff of trained in­ 
v estigators. 


Yet, the Senate committee k nock ed off 12 
sleu ths for HEW’s inv estigations u nit and 
specified that “no fu nds shall be u sed to ex pand 
the HEW ‘internal secu rity ’ u nit.” 
Actu ally , the Senate report is a cheap shot 
in more way s than one. The “ internal secu rity ” 
u nit also has been called a “plu mbers u nit” by 
su spiciou s Senate staffers. In fact, it is neither. 
Ou r inv estigation shows it is staffed by v eteran 
gov ernment inv estigators, some of whom were 
hired du ring the Tru man era. 


Shorthanded as it is, the HEW in­ 
v estigations u nit has obtained three indictments 
and has receiv ed $1.3 million in federal fu nds 
from frau d artists. Most of the u nit’s cases are 
inv estigated in cooperation with the 
FBI. 
As a resu lt of the Senate stinginess, more 
than 200 HEW contractors, grantees and lending 
institu tions are believ ed to be robbing the 
tax pay ers blind.

When he was 16, Pau l Cu ffee 
shipped ou t as a seaman on a 
whaling v essel.

Rev Bob Jeambey of the Lin- 


coln Committee of Concerned 
People (LCCP) said the group 
will have to expand its efforts 
during the treaty hearing, 
expected to last at least two 
weeks. The committee was 
formed to help raise funds, supp- 
ly food and meet other needs of 
Wounded Knee trial followers. 


"We're just about at the bot- 


tom of all our barrels," Jeambey 
said. He took issue with 
published reports that he -said 
gave the impression that people 
at the Wounded Knee barrack in 
the Lincoln Air Park "are back 
on food stamps." 


"The food stamp situation has 


not changed," Jeambey said. He 
indicated that an agreement in a 
federal court suit filed when 
food stamps were cut off to 
barrack residents gives "no 
expectation that many people at 
the barrack will qualify for food 
stamps."

states' water supply, said Dr. 
Duane Acker, vice chancellor for 
agriculture and natural 
resources at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln. 


The ranking easily could move 


to third in agricultural dollar 
volume due to favorable climate, 
high proportion of good soil and 
the "fantastic supply of water," 
he said. Acker spoke at the 
Technology for Implementing 
Water Research Results 
Conference sponsored by the 
Nebraska Water Resources 
Institute here Friday. 


There is as little non- 


productive soil or wasteland 
here than in any other part of the 
country. There is also a good 
level of technology and finan- 
cing, he said. 


Acker said a probable high 


priority item of the upcoming 
legislative session will deal with 
•the stepped-up utilization of 
water 
and 
increased 


-judiciousness in developing this 
..resource "so we don't dissipate 
it." Approaches debated among 
water interests include regula- 


tion and licensing of wells. 


Acker said he is confident that 


the Legislature will introduce a 
controversial bill dealing with in- 
terbasin transfers of water, 
which is presently against 
Nebraska law. (Interbasin 
transfer involves taking water 
from one area and supplying it to 
another which may be suffering 
from short supplies.) "The bill 
will raise a lot of emotions and 
economic and social concern," 
he predicted. 


The role of the water 


resources program at NU is to 
teach and uncover knowledge to 
help the citizens make wiser 
decisions on questions involving 
utilization of water. 


The Institute is serving the in- 


dividual and the farmer, Acker 
said, but its programs are being 
geared more toward group 
decisions involving city councils, 
legislatures, natural resource 
districts and conservation boards 
of directors and even the U.S. 
Congress. 


The objective of the con- 


ference was to develop 
techniques for getting quick and 
effective results from water 
research information.

Treaty Hearing Likely 
To Draw 50 0 People

As many as 500 people are 
expected to come to Lincoln for 
the hearing on the 1868 treaty in 
U.S. District Court, American 
Indian Movement spokesman 
John Thomas said Friday. 
Among those planning to 
come to Lincpln, Thomas said, 
are movie actor Marlon Brando 
and AIM leaders Russell Means, 
Dennis Banks and Clyde and 
Vernon Bellecourt. 
Many people, including 
traditional chiefs and headmen, 
are expected to travel from the 
Pine Ridge Indian Reservation, 
he said He said representatives 
of the Hopi, Mohawk and other 
tribes are planning to be present 
during the treaty hearing, which 
begins before U.S. District 
Judge Warren K. Urbom on Dec. 
16. 
“ We’re putting our cards on 
the table. This is what it’s all 
about,” Thomas said at a press 
conference. 
Aid Efforts Planned 
Rev Bob Jeambey of the Lin­ 
coln Committee of Concerned 
People (LCCP) said the group 
will have to expand its efforts 
during the treaty hearing, 
expected to last at least two 
weeks. The committee was 
formed to help raise funds, supp­ 
ly food and meet other needs of 
Wounded Knee trial followers. 
“ We’re just about at the bot­ 
tom of all our barrels,” Jeambey 
said. He took issue with 
published reports that he said 
gave the impression that people 
at the Wounded Knee barrack in 
the Lincoln Air Park ‘‘are back 
on food stamps.” 
“The food stamp situation has 
not changed,” Jeambey said. He 
indicated that an agreement in a 
federal court suit filed when 
food stamps were cut off to 
barrack residents gives “ no 
expectation that many people at 
the barrack will qualify for food 
stamps.” 
Jeambey said LCCP will meet 


at 9.30 a.m. Saturday, at the 
Trinity United Methodist Church 
at 16th and A. He said one of the 
topics to be discussed will be 
contingency housing plans. 
Jeambey said, However, many 
of the visitors will be housed in 
commercial facilities. “ AIM has 
prepared to p£y for that,” he 
said.

Acker said he is confident that 
the Legislature will introduce a 
controversial bill dealing with in­ 
terbasin transfers of water, 
which is presently against 
Nebraska law. (Interbasin 
transfer involves taking water 
from one area and supplying it to 
another which may be suffering 
from short supplies.) “The bill 
will raise a lot of emotions and 
economic and social concern.” 
he predicted. 
The role of the water 
resources program at NU is to 
teach and uncover knowledge to 
help the citizens make wiser 
decisions on questions involving 
utilization of water. 
The Institute is serving the in­ 
dividual and the farmer, Acker 
said, but its programs are being 
geared more toward group 
decisions involving city councils, 
legislatures, natural resource 
districts and conservation boards 
of directors and even the U S 
Congress.

By the 1970s, smaller papers followed their 
lead and readers of women’s sections were 
hurled into the 20th century — where half the 
women work outside their home, where being 
single is often by choice not by lack of oppor­ 
tunity, where divorce is common, and where 
liberation groups of all ages, sexes and colors 
are speaking out for equal rights.

tests like that before, but I 
thought they were fun, perhaps 
because I did pretty well at 
them. 
I knew I was going to be 
retested three weeks later, and 
every now and then during the 
three weeks I’d think about the 
tests, remember something I 
hadn’t handled as well as I 
would have liked, and put in two 
or three or five minutes 
reviewing the material I 
remembered. When I was 
retested I did better than I nor­ 
mally would have been expected 
to do on a retest. 
The point of all of this is not to 
discuss my memory, but to get 
across to you the idea that the 
psychologists and sociologists 
and others interested in 
measuring memory aren’t quite 
sure exactly what memory is. 
How long do we remember 
facts we learned in school? How 
does our brain select out from 
the millions of impressions it 
gets, those it wishes to retain in 
memory? Do we remember 
what we want to recall? Or what 
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we think we need to remember? 
How long do we remember 
facts? Figures? Ideas? 
Numbers? Images? 


The subject of memory is 
fascinating to all of us. Doesn’t 
it give you a real kick when you 
run into someone you haven’t 
seen in 15 or 20 years, and you 
can pull his name right out of 
your memory? But what 
happens when you can’t 
remember the name of the guy 
down the street that is in your 
Friday night poker group? 


There’s a lot of work going on 
in scientific circles trying to 
answer just these questions. 


My purpose in raising this 
whole subject is to try to put to 
rest a lot of our misconceptions 
about memory and aging. It is 
just too easy to be superior and 
condescending when an older 


friend forgets a date for lunch or 
has to look up the telephone 
number of his best pal or can’t 
recall his Social Security 
number. But I say it just won’t 
wash. 


We all have memory failings, 
young and old alike. And it’s 
pretty hard to say what they 
relate to. 


I’m not trying to minimize the 
problem of memory which a tru­ 
ly senile person has. It is pure 
misery for him and his family. I 
also recognize that lots of older 
person who are much alone 
repeat incidents and stories in a 
way that makes the listener 
think they don’t remember 
having told the story before. 
Really, in these cases, they’re 
just overflowing with talk, and 
repetition results. Enigmatic 
memory plays tricks on us all.

As the national jobless rate 


jumped to its highest levels in 13 
years, the Nebraska Department 
of Labor said it expected un- 
employment to increase this 
winter, but remain below the 
national level. 


A department statistician, who 


chose to be identified as a 


spokesman for Labor Com- 
missioner Gerald Chizek, said 
Nebraska's November un- 
employment figures would not 
be available until about Dec. 25. 


National unemployment rose 


from a seasonally adjusted 
figure of 6.0% in October to 
6.5% in November. 


Nebraska unemployment in 


Personal Income 
Noted In Quarter 


Dip 


The total personal income in 


Nebraska during the second 
quarter of 1974 decreased to $7.8 
billion on a seasonally adjusted, 
annual rate basis, according to 
estimates by the Bureau of 
Economic Analysis of the U.S. 
Department of Commerce. 


The development was 


reported in the December issue 
of Business in Nebraska, 
published by the Bureau of 
Business Research at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
UNL. 


That income level represents a 


decline of 5.6% from the first 
quarter of 1974 and a decline of 
10.4% from the fourth quarter of 
1973. The nation's level of per- 
sonal income was increasing, 


however, by 2 and 3.2% for the 
same periods. 


Nebraska was one of 10 states 


to experience a decline in per- 
sonal income from the last 
quarter of 1973 to the second 
quarter of 1974. The Nebraska 
rate of decline also was larger 
than that of any other state, ac- 
cording to the UNL publication. 


A decline in farm income, as a 


result of lower cattle prices and 
reduced volume of crop 
marketings, was the reason for 
the high rate of decline. 


Nonfarm personal income, 


however, increased 4.9% from 
the fourth quarter of 1973 in 
Nebraska, compared to a 
national increase of 4.8%. 


October was 3.4%, up from 3% a 
year earlier. 


The spokesman cautioned that 


national figures are fixed to com- 
pensate for routine seasonal 
changes in the unemployment 
picture. Nebraska figures are not 
seasonally adjusted. He said the 
state unemployment percentage 
in October would have been 
2.1% below the federal level if 
the national figures bad not been 
seasonally adjusted. He said he 
expected Nebraska unemploy- 
ment to remain about that far 
below the national levels. 


He cited Nebraska's 


agricultural base as the main 
reason for the state's relatively 
good employment picture. He 
also said Nebraska's lack of steel 
and automobile manufacturing 
aided the employment situation. 


Last year, unemployment in 


the state reached 4.2% in 
January and February. 


He said the department was 


aware that there were numerous 
layoffs in the state this year, but 
did not know how many were 
due to the normal seasonal 
pattern and how many were due 
to the "softening of the 
economy." 


He said the seasonal layoffs 


were much greater than the ones 
caused by the recession.

Two Office Building Sites 
To Be Pondered In Omaha 


Omaha (AP) — Stanley Matzke, chairman of 


a site advisory committee, says the State Building 
Commission will consider the recommendations 
of two downtown Omaha sites for a state office 
building. 


The committee, which met Thursday in 


Omaha, placed top priority to a site offered by the 
Metropolitan Utilities District. The one-half 
square-block site is on the west side of 17th Street 
between Barney and Howard Streets. 


MUD directors have set a $750,000 price on 


the property, which contains some one-story 
buildings. 


The second priority was placed on a one-half- 


square-block site along the north side of Harney 
Street between 16th and 17th Streets. That site, 
which includes the old Regis Hotel and the 
Keeline Building, has been offered for ap- 
proximately one million dollars. It is estimated 
that demolition of the buildings would cost $200,- 
000. 


Matzke, director of the State Department of 


Administrative Services, said the commission will 
meet at the call of Gov. J. James Exon to con- 
sider the site recommendations. He said he hopes 
the meeting will be before Christmas. 


The building would be financed with revenue 


bonds issued by the City of Omaha and repaid 
with lease payments made by the state, according 
to terms of a 1974 legislative bill. 


The advisory committee also will tell the 


Building Commission that it does not recommend 
combining the office building with the downtown 
education center of the University of Nebraska at 
Omaha. 


Matzke said Exon had asked that the com- 


mittee study the possibility of combining the 
buildings. 


The committee had questioned UNO 


Chancellor Ronald Roskens, who said he could 
"see some incompatibility" in combining the 
buildings.

By The Associated Press 
As the national jobless rate 
jumped to its highest levels in 13 
years, the Nebraska Department 
of Labor said it expected un­ 
employment to increase this 
winter, but remain below the 
national level. 
A department statistician, who 
chose to be identified as a 


spokesman for Labor Com­ 
missioner Gerald Chizek, said 
Nebraska’s November un­ 
employment figures would not 
be available until about Dec. 25. 
National unemployment rose 
from a seasonally adjusted 
figure of 6.0% in October to 
6.5% in November.

The total personal income in 
Nebraska during the second 
quarter of 1974 decreased to $7.8 
billion on a seasonally adjusted, 
annual rate basis, according to 
estimates by the Bureau of 
Economic Analysis of the U.S. 
Department of Commerce. 
The development was 
reported in the December issue 
of Business in Nebraska, 
published by the Bureau of 
Business R esearch at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
UNL. 
That income level represents a 
decline of 5.6% from the first 
quarter of 1974 and a decline of 
10.4% from the fourth quarter of 
1973. The nation’s level of per­ 
sonal income was increasing, 


however, by 2 and 3.2% for the 
same periods. 


Nebraska was one of 10 states 
to experience a decline in per­ 
sonal income from the last 
quarter of 1973 to the second 
quarter of 1974. The Nebraska 
rate of decline also was larger 
than that of any other state, ac­ 
cording to the UNL publication. 
A decline in farm income, as a 
result of lower cattle prices and 
reduced volume of crop 
marketings, was the reason for 
the high rate of decline. 
Nonfarm personal income, 
however, increased 4.9% from 
the fourth quarter of 1973 in 
Nebraska, compared to a 
national increase of 4.8%. 


October was 3.4%, up from 3% a 
year earlier. 
The spokesman cautioned that 
national figures are fixed to com­ 
pensate for routine seasonal 
changes in the unemployment 
picture. Nebraska figures are not 
seasonally adjusted. He said the 
state unemployment percentage 
in October would have been 
2.1% below the federal level if 
the national figures had not been 
seasonally adjusted. He said he 
expected Nebraska unemploy­ 
ment to remain about that far 
below the national levels. 
He 
cited 
Nebraska’s 
agricultural base as the main 
reason for the state’s relatively 
good employment picture. He 
also said Nebraska’s lack of steel 
and automobile manufacturing 
aided the employment situation. 
Last year, unemployment in 
the state reached 4.2% in 
January and February. 
He said the department was 
aware that there were numerous 
layoffs in the state this year, but 
did not know how many were 
due to the normal seasonal 
pattern and how many were due 
to the “ softening of the 
economy.” 
He said the seasonal layoffs 
were much greater than the ones 
caused by the recession. 
Two Office Bu ild in g Site s 
To Be Po n d e re d In Oma h a 


Omaha (AP) — Stanley Matzke, chairman of 
a site advisory committee, says the State Building 
Commission will consider the recommendations 
of two downtown Omaha sites for a state office 
building. 
The committee, which met Thursday in 
Omaha, placed top priority to a site offered by the 
Metropolitan Utilities District. The one-half 
square-block site is on the west side of 17th Street 
between Harney and Howard Streets. 
MUD directors have set a $750,000 price on 
the property, which contains some one-story 
buildings. 
The second priority was placed on a one-half- 
square-block site along the north side of Harney 
Street between 16th and 17th Streets. That site, 
which includes the old Regis Hotel and the 
Keeline Building, has been offered for ap­ 
proximately one million dollars. It is estimated 
that demolition of the buildings would cost $200,- 
000. 


Matzke, director of the State Department of 
Administrative Services, said the commission will 
meet at the call of Gov. J. James Exon to con­ 
sider the site recommendations. He said he hopes 
the meeting will be before Christmas. 
The building would be financed with revenue 
bonds issued by the City of Omaha and repaid 
with lease payments made by the state, according 
to terms of a 1974 legislative bill. 
The advisory committee also will tell the 
Building Commission that it does not recommend 
combining the office building with the downtown 
education center of the University of Nebraska at 
Omaha. 
Matzke said Exon had asked that the com­ 
mittee study the possibility of combining the 
buildings. 
The committee had questioned UNO 
Chancellor Ronald Roskens, who said he could 
‘‘see some incompatibility” in combining the 
buildings. 


County 2 nd On VA Funding

ministration (VA) funds during 
fiscal 1974, according to United 
Press International reports. 
Funds allocated to Lancaster 
County totaled $18.2 million, of 
which $9.1 million was dis­ 
tributed between the Veterans 
Hospital and regional office 
operating costs in Lincoln. 


A total of $110.2 million was 
distributed in Nebraska by the 
VA during the year, according to 
Don B. Campbell, VA regional 
director. This is an increase of

allocation.

Emrich, a member of the 
Federal Reserve Board for the 
Kansas City District, said com­ 
ments he made Wednesday con­ 
cerning the need for revision of 
the marketing system were mis­ 
interpreted to imply that he felt 
smaller, local and area outlets 
should replace the large ter­ 
minal markets such as Kansas 
City and Omaha. 
But, Emrich said later, 
“ If we deleted some of the

Emrich said he believes that 
markets and producers should 
centralize information daily 
from all markets, including ter­ 
minal markets, auction markets 
and country sales on an area wide 
basis. 
He said that currently there 
are individual market reports 
from various markets ‘‘each of 
which have an ax to grind in 
behalf of their own interests. 
But somewhere or another we 
need a little bit more coopera­ 
tion on behalf of all of them.” 
He said, “We lack that coor- 
diated effort between these 
market centers and the produc­ 
er people that we need.”

Dow Average 
Falls To New 
12-Year Low 


New York (AP) — News that 
the unemployment rate jumped 
to 6.5 per cent last month and a 
barrage of new layoff an­ 
nouncements drove the stock 
market broadly lower Friday 
and left the Dow Jones in­ 
dustrial average at a new 12-year 
low. 
The Dow average of 30 blue 
chip stocks fell 9.46 to 577.60, its 
lowest close since it finished at 
569.02 Oct. 26,1962, at the height 
of the Cuban missile crisis. 
The average’s previous closing 
low this year had been 584.56 on 
Oct. 4. 
The New York Stock 
Exchange composite index of 
more than 1,500 common stocks, 
by contrast, was still about a 
point and a half above its Oc­ 
tober low after slipping .63 to 
34.45. 
Declines overwhelmed ad­ 
vances 1,176 to 251 among the 1,- 
825 issues traded on the NYSE. 
Big Board volume increased to 
a moderate total of 15.50 million 
shares from 12.89 million on 
Thursday. 
The session began with a sharp 
decline in response to the Labor 
Department report that the 
jobless rate had climbed a half­ 
percentage point last month to 
reach its highest level in 13 
years. 
Later on, the market made a 
couple of attempts to regain its 
footing, but each time a con­ 
tinuing flow of layoff an­ 
nouncements from such com­ 
panies as General Electric and 
Westinghouse as well as some of 
the auto industry giants helped 
keep the market on the defen­ 
sive. 
“There was just too much 
bleak news on the economy,” 
said Eldon A. Grimm at Birr, 
Wilson & Co. 
“ It was pretty generally 
expected that if the market 
broke the previous low in the 
Dow, we’d have a further drop 
because the chartists would be 
selling,” Grimm added. 
Adding weight to the recession 
worries was a European Com­ 
mon Market forecast that a 
worldwide economic rebound 
wasn’t likely before the middle 
of next year. 
General Electric lost 1 for the 
day to 33%, and Westinghouse 
was down % at 8% in active 
trading. 
In the auto group, Ford 
slipped % to 301», and Chrysler 
was down Vs at 7%, but GM 
edged up % to 29%. 
The Southern Co., the Big 
Board volume leader, was un­ 
changed at 9V4 a 100,000-share 
block traded at 9.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


whiskey was watered, the bran- 
dy and bitters off-flavor and the 
oysters had turned to mush. 


But that wasn't surprising, 


since the food and drink was 
only recently salvaged from the 
steamboat Bertrand which went 
to the bottom of the Missouri 
River 109 years ago. 


Stored in their original bottles 


and cans, the good were brought 
here for extensive testing in the 
National Canners Association 
laboratories. 


Chemists thought they were 


opening a can of peaches for 
examination but, as in any 
household where a child has 
ripped off the labels, the peaches 
turned out to be oysters. 


The stuff glopped un- 


appetizingly onto a sterile tray 
but smelled strongly of oysters, 
indicating that entombment in 
water and mud for more than a 
century had not broken the can's 
seal and allowed bacteria to 
enter. 


Those who tasted the bitters,

Inadequate Illusions 
Revealed By 'Real'

Tennessee William's "Camino 


Real" is an exposure of the in- 
adequate illusions which 
everyone must face in a world 
determined to exploit and betray 
humanity. 


As a playwright, Williams 


creates a diverse theatrical 
anthology and places it in a Latin 
American compound to make 
the point that life is an organic 
thing which can be represented 
in a poetic vision capable of cut- 
ting 
through 
external 


appearances to internal realities. 


The University Theatre's pre- 


sent production has departed 
considerably from the script, 
and although the production is 
successful and should be seen, it 
misses many of the violets that 
Williams has-planted in the 
rocks. 


In order to experience the cut- 


ting through of the great 
pastiche of character and symbol 
to meanings, the audience must 
be joined by the characters, not 
merely witness their actions. 
Williams' script asks that the 
characters physically and verbal- 
ly reach out to the audience. To 
accomplish this his script directs 
that, for example, the aisles of 
the theatre be used for entrances 
and exits. 


And he has studded his script 


with poetic soliloquies, lyric 
gems of dialogue. It is here that 
the morbid magnificence of 
Lord Byron, the rebellious 
desires of Marguerite, and the 
touching triteness of Kilroy are 
planted deeply. 


Only Doug Brissey as Proust's 


Baron de Charlus and Judy 
Sperath as Lady Mulligan bring 
their characters to a believable 
level on Howell Stage. Others ap- 
proximate.

I believe the 
use of spots could have at times 
greatly enhanced the characters 
abilities to express themselves. 


I found the use of music too 


little and generally too loud.

characteristics of the mood of 
the play. Too little variety was 
present in these two elements to 
match the great variety of the 
other elements of the script. 
Both technical and acting 
elements were too uni-tevel. 
They did not allow this reviewer 
to find the meanings promised. 


One major problem is that of 


the age of the performers. 
Sudick and Sheldrick are fine ac- 
tors, but as middle-aged 
"lovers" they need much more 
work with make-up and move- 
ment to be believable. 


Williams' symbols and their

collec: /rs. The liquor and con­ 
tainers were appraised at nearly 
$150,000.

Inadequate Illus ions 
Rev ealed By 'Real'

Tennessee William’s “Camino 


Real” is an exposure of the in­ 
adequate illusions which 
everyone must face in a world 
determined to exploit and betray 
humanity. 
As a playwright, Williams 


creates a diverse theatrical 
anthology and places it in a Latin 
American compound to make 
the point that life is an organic 
thing which can be represented 
in a poetic vision capable of cut- 
ting 
through 
external 


appearances to internal realities. 
The University Theatre’s pre­ 
sent production has departed 
considerably from the script, 
and although the production is 
successful and should be seen, it 
misses many of the violets that 
Williams has planted in the 
rocks. 


In order to experience the cut­ 
ting through of the great 
pastiche of character and symbol 
to meanings, the audience must 
be joined by the characters, not 
merely witness their actions. 
Williams’ script asks that the 
characters physically and verbal­ 
ly reach out to the audience. To 
accomplish this his script directs 
that, for example, the aisles of 
the theatre be used for entrances 
and exits. 
And he has studded his script 


with poetic soliloquies, lyric 
gems of dialogue. It is here that 
the morbid magnificence of 
Lord Byron, the rebellious 
desires of Marguerite, and the 
touching triteness of Kiiroy are 
planted deeply. 


Only Doug Brissey as Proust’s 


Baron de Charlus and Judy 
Sperath as Lady Mulligan bring 
their characters to a believable 
level on Howell Stage. Others ap­ 
proximate. Because one rarely

characters, they do not seem 
real. 


Despite the gusto and un­ 
avoidable compassion that the 
production exhibits, 
the 


characters seem unclear many 
times on motivation. The 
beautiful scene preceding 
Marguerite's vow of infidelity 
was beautifully read by Jim 
Sudik and Jan Sheldrick, but was 
simply not believable as human 
conversation of hearts. 
Some pitfalls are technical. 


The set is too clean; it looks like 
a stage setting. The costumes are 
too varied in period. Dan Proett 
and Jerry Lewis’ superb lighting 
needs more variety. I believe the 
use of spots could have at times 
greatly enhanced the characters’ 
abilities to express themselves. 


I found the use of music too 


little and generally too loud. 
Music and light are extremely 
im portant 
defining 


characteristics of the mood of 
the play. Too little variety was 
present in these two elements to 
match the great variety of the 
other elements of the script. 
Both technical and acting 
elements were too uni-level. 
They did not allow this reviewer 
to find the meanings promised. 


One major problem is that of 


the age of the performers. 
Sudick and Sheldrick are fine ac­ 
tors, but as middle-aged 
“ lovers" they need much more 
work with make-up and move­ 
ment to be believable. 


Williams’ symbols and their 


crucial meanings are not pointed 
to clearly enough in this 
energetic but young production. 
But if the depth of Gary Heider’s 
Kiiroy and Dee Amerio’s 
Esmerelda is not complete, the 
energy and beauty of their ef­ 
forts is rewarding. See “Camino 
Real.” It runs nightly through 
Saturday, Dec. 14, except for 
Sunday.

Solheim explained that his group 
favored the 12-foot width on the 
recommendation of city traffic 
engineering officials. A 12-foot 


median would allow one lane of 
traffic to flow on either side of 
the divider. A wider median 
would, Solheim said, cause traf­ 
fic congestion. 
Bailey lobbied for the wider 


median because it would have a 
greater visual impact. She 
argued that aesthetics, not traf­ 
fic, should be the major con­ 
sideration. 
A wider median would con­ 
form to the 20-foot-wide 
medians running to the State 
Capitol along S. 15th St. 
Fatter Median Favored 


City Planning Director Doug 


Brogden favored the fatter me­ 
dian, saying that an 18-foot 


“ It’s not ideal,” he said. 
Bailey suggested that if a 


wider median is built, the city 
should help defray the cost of 
widening J St. to accommodate 
two traffic lanes. 
No action was taken on 


Bailey's proposal. Other DAC 
members said they wanted more 
information on the problems a 
wider median would create. 
Other plans to improve J St. 


include installation of uniform 
ornamental lighting fixtures, 
landscaping, resurfacing and 
recurbing the street and the 
possible construction of a foun­ 
tain.

with existing National Colle- 
giate Athletic Association rules. 


In other action, the confer- 


ence coaches, athletic directors 
and faculty representatives went 
on record as unanimously op- 
posed to the suggestion of re- 
turning to single-platoon foot- 
ball. 


Neinas said the single-platoon 


proposal, expected to be put 
forth by the Pacific Eight Con- 
ference at the NCAA Con- 
vention next month in Washing- 
ton, would be opposed by the 
Big Eight 


"We feel," Neinas said, "That 


a return to single-platoon foot- 
ball would mean that 75 per cent 
of practice time would be 
devoted to the kicking game and 
defense. And the quality of per- 
formance on Saturday after- 
noon would reflect it" 


Neinas said another proposal

down Friday by Lancaster 
District Judge Dale Fahmbruch 
in a case brought by Cotner 
College seeking court ruling on 
controversies which had arisen 
between the college and the 
University of Nebraska Founda- 
tion, Cotner Foundation and the 
state. 


The court held that funds 


received by the University of 
Nebraska Foundation to support 
a professorship in courses to be 
offered in religious studies do 
not violate any constitutional 
provisions separating church and 
state. 


The studies, according to 


Judge Fahrnbruch, are to be in a 
secular, philosophical, historical 
and cultural context not in- 
hibiting nor promoting any par- 
ticular religion or sect. 


The court also held that the 


transaction within the metier 
between Cotner College and 
Cotner Foundation, be., as well 
as the trust agreement with the 
University Foundation are legal. 


He said the trust agreement, 


which has the purpose of 
assisting the funding of courses 
in biblical studies from a 
literary, philosophical, 
historical, cultural or secular 
context, is legal "in all 
respects." 


The court further held that 


Cotner College can transfer 
whatever property and assets to 
the trustees at such times and in 
such amounts as directed by the 
Cotner College Board of Direc- 
tors.

sters—infielder Rudy Canard 
and first baseman Ed Kurpiel. 
Meantime, the major league 
owners approved an additional 
two-week inter-league trading 
period to run from March 16-31, 
but took no further action on 
expansion and made no revela­ 
tions regarding possible fran­ 
chise moves before ending their 
meeting 
Including 
Friday’s 
trades, 
there were a total of 15 deals in­ 
volving 39 players. That was a 
much slower pace from last 
year’s 26 deals involving 58 
players. 
The current inter-league 
deadline was reached at mid­ 
night Friday. 
Fairly, 36, has been a major 
leaguer since .958 and had to 
give his approval for the trade to 
be completed. He batted .245 
with 12 homers for the Expos in 
101 games last season. 
“He gives us a good left- 
handed pinch hitter,” said Bing 
Devine, general manager of the 
Cardinals. 
Kinard batted .254 for Ar­ 
kansas of the Texas League last 
year Kurpiel, who hit .252 for 
Tulsa of the American Asso­ 
ciation in 1974, was transferred 
to the Expos’ Memphis farm 
club in the International League.

Big 8 Ups 
Discipline 
Powers 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - The 
Big Eight Athletic Conference 
has moved to strengthen its dis­ 
ciplinary muscles regarding 
violations of rules by athletes 
and coaches, conference com­ 
missioner Chuck Neinas said 
Friday. 
Neinas announced the action 
at the conclusion of the confer­ 
ence’s annual winter meetings in 
Kansas City. 
The conference will now be 
empowered to reduce the num­ 
ber of initial, additional, or over- 
all financial grants-in-aid 
awarded by an offending school 
in a specific sport for a specified 
period of time, Neinas said. 


In addition the conference 
may require the offending 
school to show cause why a 
penalty or additional penalty 
should not be imposed against 
athletic department personnel 
involved in an infractions case. 
Neinas said these changes 
bring the conference into line 
with existing National Colle­ 
giate Athletic Association rules. 
In other action, the confer­ 
ence coaches, athletic directors 
and faculty representatives went 
on record as unanimously op­ 
posed to the suggestion of re­ 
turning to single-platoon foot­ 
ball. 
Neinas said the single-platoon 
proposal, expected to be put 
forth by the Pacific Eight Con­ 
ference at the NCAA Con­ 
vention next month in Washing­ 
ton, would be opposed by the 
Big Eight. 
“We feel,” Neinas said, “That 
a return to single-platoon foot­ 
ball would mean that 75 per cent 
of practice time would be 
devoted to the kicking game and 
defense. And the quality of per­ 
formance on Saturday after­ 
noon would reflect it.” 
Neinas said another proposal 
expected to be brought by the 
Pacific Eight, that a 12th regu­ 
lar season football ganle be ap­ 
proved, was also opposed by the 
Big Eight. 
The conference voted to 
amend its rule on delayed tele­ 
casts of football games. The old 
rule held that telecasts could not 
be made until at least 24 hours 
after the game. Now telecasts 
will be permitted at 10:30 p.m. 
the Saturday of a game.

The studies, according to 
Judge Fahmbruch, are to be in a 
secular, philosophical, historical 
and cultural context not in­ 
hibiting nor promoting any par­ 
ticular religion or sect. 
The court also held that the 


transactions within the merger 
between Cotner College and 
Cotner Foundation, Inc., as well 
as the trust agreement with the 
University Foundation are legal. 


He said the trust agreement, 
which has the purpose of 
assisting the funding of courses 
in biblical studies from a 
literary, philosophical, 
historical, cultural or secular 
context, is legal “ in all 
respects.” 


The court further held that 
Cotner College can transfer 
whatever property and assets to 
the trustees at such times and in 
such amounts as directed by the 
Cotner College Board of Direc­ 
tors.

Kansas City — Pointing to his con- 


stitutional obligations, Lt. Gov-Elect 
Gerald Whelan Friday said he will not 
act as Gov. J. James Exon's spokesman 
or advocate at the Legislature. 


"The governor and I both recognize 


that the Constitution says that I should 
preside over the Legislature," Whelan 
noted in an interview. 


"I don't see how I could be an effec- 


tive presiding officer if I was there to 
speak the governor's views. 


'Not An Advocate' 


"I will be a presiding officer, not an 


advocate." 


But once his day's legislative chores 


are completed, Whelan pointed out, he 
will shift roles and become "an extra 
administrator or an extra executive" for 
the Exon administration, performing 
whatever duties are assigned to him by 
the governor. 


"I will not be an 'assistant governor' 


from a political or legal standpoint, but 
rather an extra pair of hands," Whelan 
suggested. 


The Hastings attorney will take the 


oath of office Jan. 9 as Nebraska's first 


full-time lieutenant governor. He is 
specifically assigned by the Constutition 
to perform duties handed to him by the 
governor. 


1st Team Election 


Whelan was elected last month along 


with Exon in the state's first governor- 
lieutenant governor team election. 


In Kansas City to sit in on the 


Democratic National Mini-Convention, 
Whelan was asked to outline his view of 
his new role in a hotel interview prior to 
Friday's opening convention session. 


"I think I'll be working as an a.m. and 


a p.m. guy," Whelan said. 


"In the morning I will preside over 


the Legislature. In the afternoon I will 
be part of the administrative team." 


Conflicts? 


Whelan has no plans to avoid possible 


personal conflicts in the Legislature by 
abandoning the presiding officer's 
duties to concentrate on administrative 
chores. 


"If I can establish a posture that the 


body can have faith in," he said, he does 
not anticipate any real problems. 


The 1975 legislative session will con- 


tain a number of senators who were 
defeated either by Whelan or Exon in 


1974 primary and general election con- 
tests. 


Unlike departing Republican Lt. Gov. 


Frank Marsh, Whelan intends to use his 
constitutional authority to break tie 
votes in the Legislature. 


Legal Obttgatioi 


"I think it is a positive legal obligation 


to vote in those cases," he said. 


"I think it would be rare that I would 


pass." 


Marsh, Whelan said, "never chose to 


exercise that type of legislative 
leadership. I am not afraid of that 
responsibility." 


As for presiding over the 49-member 


body, Whelan noted that he "must be 
neutral to be effective." 


It wouldn't be very helpful" if he 


expressed his own views on substantive 
issues, he said. "It would tend to ruin 
my credibility with the members." 


Eye To Eye 


But the fact is, he noted, that "the 


governor and I see eye to eye on most 
issues" and any tie-breaking votes by 
Whelan "would probably usually repre- 
sent the governor's position." 


While he does not plan to undertake 


any administrative lobbying for Exon 
programs, Whelan said, "I certainly will 


discuss any nutter which an individual 
senator may wish to raise with me. 


"I will take a position of reKtinf to 


members of the Legislature, rather man 
initiating positions." 


Outside of the Legislature Whelm 


hopes to "take some of the ad- 
ministrative load off the governor." 


'Derisions His' 


While "all decisions will be his," 


Whelan pointed out, he hopes to be of 
assistance in a wide range of areas. 


"For instance, perhaps (he governor 


might want me to take a look at educa 
tion issues," such as school aid, dis- 
tribution of special education funds 
financing of technical community 
colleges and other matters, Whelan 
noted. 


"The governor and I have never really 


talked about this," Whelan said. 


"But perhaps it would be useful to get 


out all the studies in this area, see how 
they are being implemented, talk to 
people and come up with some 
recommendations." 


But the type of assignment he will un- 


dertake is "up to him," Whelan said. 
"I'm ready to perform such functions as 
he assigns to me." 


Varner: Unicam's 'Spirit' 
On Goals Shift 'Pleasing7

University of Nebraska Presi- 


dent D. B. Varner said Friday he 
is "very pleased" with the 
Legislature's "cooperative 
spirit" in revising goals for the 
NU five-year plan "Toward 
Excellence." 


Varner cited the lawmakers' 


"willingness to spell out" means 
to improve the quality of educa- 
tion on the three NU campuses 
and beyond. The NU Board of 
Regents, after hearings next 
week, will act Dec. 14 on the 
rough draft released Thursday, 
to submit to the 1975 
Legislature. 


The revision of the plan was 


required by LB1054, the massive 
budget bill passed by the 1974 
Unicameral. The re-evaluation 
places emphasis on extensive 
faculty development, including 
salary increases, and improving 
undergraduate and graduate 
programs. 


"They Will Respond' 


Asked if faculty salary in- 


creases are possible when 
projections indicate stabilizing 
enrollments, Varner replied, 
"My sense of the Legislature is 
that if persuasive evidence can 
be presented to them that the 
need is a real one for the univer- 
sity to function effectively, they 
will respond." 


He added, "The burden of 


proof is on us." 


"There is a new emphasis," 


Varner said, to develop the 
"agricultural resources in the 
state and the role the university 
has in this connection." 


The proposal for an academic 


common market of NU and un- 
iversities in adjacent states "is 
timely and highly appropriate 
for exploration," Varner said, 


adding he recognizes "the dif- 
ficulties in working out mutually 
satisfactory arrangements." 


Cooperation 


He also approved of proposals 


to improve cooperative 
relationships by NU with other 
state colleges and to serve the 
non-traditional student who is 
older and has no access to 
university-based education. 


The proposed revision in- 


dicates that some program cuts 
will have to be made. 


Varner said he hopes when 


each of the campuses reviews its 
programs and determines that 
some have apparently "outlived 
their usefulness," then funds for 
them would be "reallocated to 
those programs that are growing 
and expanding and where the 
need is more evident." 


UNL Faculty Senate President 


Richard E. Gilbert, chemical 
engineering professor, generally 
supported the revised plan, 
saying, "We simply have not 
been able to concentrate on 
quality in the face of real de- 
mand during the sixties for 
educating so many students." 


'Couldn't Do A Thing' 


"This university couldn't do a 


damn thing about quality" then, 
he said. It was "just playing 
catch-up all the time, and was 
never very successful." 


Gilbert said "All it (UNL) 


could do is build buildings" to 
accommodate the influx of 
students resulting, for example, 
from military draft exemptions. 


Because of UNL Chancellor 


James Zumberge's efforts and 
NU's 
revised five-year plan 


emphasizing quality education, 
Gilbert said, "We now have time 
to sort of sit back and assess 
ourselves. 


The plan's reference to "cost- 


benefit analyses" or determing 
how much money NU needs 
based on what it produces in 
quality of programs, instruction 
and graduates, for example, "is 
going to be a serious problem," 
Gilbert said. 


Faculty Senate members have 


complained they were allowed 
insufficient opportunities to 
make suggestions to update the 
five-year plan, but Gilbert 
acknowledged the administra- 
tion was pressed by the 
September deadline the 
Legislature imposed but 
extended. 


'Better Get Informed' 


"I think the faculty had jolly 


well better get informed" on NU 
budgets and costs in relation to 
the results of education. Gilbert 
said, "It's clear, whether we 
want it to be this way or not," 
the Legislature will "make cer- 
tain decisions on the basis of 
cost-benefit analyses." 


But that "may very well fall 


on its face, just because of its 
own weight," he added. "It's a 
very cumbersome kind of thing 
just to get it moving" and its 
subjectivity can be a barrier. 


It means "eventually, you've 


got to put a number on 
everything," Gilbert said; that 
is, "decide what quality is 
worth." He noted NU will make 
a "tremendous effort" to es- 
tablish cost-benefit analysis, but 
it will "be very painful" and 
"may not be worth the effort." 


Chancellor Zumberge was out 


of town Friday and not available 
for comment.

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Whelan Outlines How He'll Handle Job 


Ord Council Couldn't Ban Halloween 


By DON WALTON 
Star Staff Writer 
Kansas City — Pointing to his con­ 
stitutional obligations, Lt. Gov-Elect 
Gerald Whelan Friday said he will not 
act as Gov. J. James Exon’s spokesman 
or advocate at the Legislature. 
“The governor and I both recognize 
that the Constitution says that I should 
preside over the Legislature,” Whelan 
noted in an interview. 
“I don’t see how I could be an effec­ 
tive presiding officer if I was there to 
speak the governor's views. 


‘Not An Advocate’ 
“I will be a presiding officer, not an 
advocate.” 
But once his day’s legislative chores 
are completed, Whelan pointed out, he 
will shift roles and become “an extra 
administrator or an extra executive” for 
the Exon administration, performing 
whatever duties are assigned to him by 
the governor. 
“I will not be an ‘assistant governor’ 
from a political or legal standpoint, but 
rather an extra pair of hands,” Whelan 
suggested. 
The Hastings attorney will take the 
oath of office Jan, 9 as Nebraska's first 


full-time lieutenant governor. He is 
specifically assigned by the Constutition 
to perform duties handed to him by the 
governor. 


1st Team Election 
Whelan was elected last month along 
with Exon in the state’s first, govemor- 
lieutenant governor team election. 
In Kansas City to sit in on the 
Democratic National Mini-Convention, 
Whelan was asked to outline his view of 
his new role in a hotel interview prior to 
Friday’s opening convention session. 
“I think I'll be working as an a.m, and 
a p.m. guy,” Whelan said. 
“In the morning I will preside over 
the Legislature. In the afternoon I will 
be part of the administrative team.” 


Conflicts? 
Whelan has no plans to avoid possible 
personal conflicts in the Legislature by 
abandoning the presiding officer's 
duties to concentrate on administrative 
chores. 
“If I can establish a posture that the 
body can have faith in,” he said, he does 
not anticipate any real problems. 
The 1975 legislative session will con­ 
tain a number of senators who were 
defeated either bv Whelan or Exon in 


1974 primary and general election con­ 
tests. 
Unlike departing Republican Lt. Gov. 
Frank Marsh, Whelan intends to use his 
constitutional authority to break tie 
votes in the Legislature. 
Legal Obligation 
“I think it is a positive legal obligation 
to vote in those cases,” he said. 
“I think it would be rare that I would 
pass.” 
Marsh, Whelan said, “never chose to 
exercise that type of legislative 
leadership. I am not afraid of that 
responsibility.” 
As for presiding over the 49-member 
body, Whelan noted that he “must be 
neutral to be effective.” 
It wouldn’t be very helpful” if he 
expressed his own views on substantive 
issues, he said. "It would tend to ruin 
my credibility with the members.” 
Eye To Eye 
But the fact is, he noted, that "the 
governor and I see eye to eye on most 
issues” and any tie-breaking votes by 
Whelan “would probably usually repre­ 
sent the governor’s position.” 
While he does not plan to undertake 
any administrative lobbying for Exon 
programs, Whelan said, “I certainly will 


discuss any matter which an individual 
senator may wish to raise with me. 
"I will take a position of reacting to 
members of the Legislature, rather than 
initiating positions.” 
Outside of the Legislature Whelan 
hopes to "take some of the ad­ 
ministrative load off the governor.” 


‘Decisions His’ 
While “all decisions will be his,” 
Whelan pointed out, he hopes to be of 
assistance in a wide range of areas. 
"For instance, perhaps the governor 
might want me to take a look at educa 
tion issues,” such as school aid, dis 
tribution of special education funds, 
financing of technical community 
colleges and other matters, Whelan 
noted. 
“The governor and I have never really 
talked about this,” Whelan said. 
“But perhaps it would be useful to get 
out all the studies in this area, see how 
they are being implemented, talk to 
people and come up with some 
recommendations.” 
But the type of assignment he will un­ 
dertake is "up to him,” Whelan said. 
“I’m ready to perform such functions as 
he assigns to me.” 


Varner: Unicam's 'Spirit' 
On Goals Shift 'Pleasing'

University of Nebraska Presi­ 
dent D. B. Varner said Friday he 
is "very pleased” with the 
Legislature's “ cooperative 
spirit” in revising goals for the 
NU five-year plan "Toward 
Excellence.” 
Varner cited the lawmakers’ 
"willingness to spell out” means 
to improve the quality of educa­ 
tion on the three NU campuses 
and beyond. The NU Board of 
Regents, after hearings next 
week, will act Dec. 14 on the 
rough draft released Thursday, 
to submit to the 1975 
Legislature. 
The revision of the plan was 
required by LB1054, the massive 
budget bill passed by the 1974 
Unicameral. The re-evaluation 
places emphasis on extensive 
faculty development, including 
salary increases, and improving 
undergraduate and graduate 
programs. 
‘They Will Respond* 
Asked if faculty salary in­ 
creases are possible when 
projections indicate stabilizing 
enrollments, Varner replied, 
“My sense of the Legislature is 
that if persuasive evidence can 
be presented to them that the 
need is a real one for the univer­ 
sity to function effectively, they 
will respond.” 
He added, "The burden of 
proof is on us.” 
"There is a new emphasis,” 
Varner said, to develop the 
"agricultural resources in the 
state and the role the university 
has in this connection.” 
The proposal for an academic 
common market of NU and un­ 
iversities in adjacent states “is 
timely and highly appropriate 
for exploration,” Varner said, 


adding he recognizes “the dif­ 
ficulties in working out mutually 
satisfactory arrangements.” 
Cooperation 
He also approved of proposals 
to improve cooperative 
relationships by NU with other 
state colleges and to serve the 
non-traditional student who is 
older and has no access to 
university-based education. 
The proposed revision in­ 
dicates that some program cuts 
will have to be made. 
Varner said he hopes when 
each of the campuses reviews its 
programs and determines that 
some have apparently "outlived 
their usefulness,” then funds for 
them would be “reallocated to 
those programs that are growing 
and expanding and where the 
need is more evident.” 
UNL Faculty Senate President 
Richard E. Gilbert, chemical 
engineering professor, generally 
supported the revised plan, 
saying, “We simply have not 
been able to concentrate on 
quality in the face of real de­ 
mand during the sixties for 
educating so many students.” 
‘Couldn’t Do A Thing’ 
"This university couldn't do a 
damn thing about quality” then, 
he said. It was "just playing 
catch-up all the time, and was 
never very successful.” 
Gilbert said "All it (UNL) 
could do is build buildings” to 
accommodate the influx of 
students resulting, for example, 
from military draft exemptions. 
Because of UNL Chancellor 
James Zumberge’s efforts and 
NU’s revised five-year plan 
emphasizing quality education, 
Gilbert said, "We now have time 
to sort of sit back and assess 
ourselves. 
The plan’s reference to “eost- 


benefit analyses” or determing 
how much money NU needs 
based on what it produces in 
quality of programs, instruction 
and graduates, for example, “is 
going to be a serious problem,” 
Gilbert said. 
Faculty Senate members have 
complained they were allowed 
insufficient opportunities to 
make suggestions to update the 
five-year plan, but Gilbert 
acknowledged the administra­ 
tion was pressed by the 
September deadline the 
Legislature imposed but 
extended. 


‘Better Get Informed’ 
“I think the faculty had jolly 
well better get informed” on NU 
budgets and costs in relation to 
the results of education. Gilbert 
said, "It’s clear, whether we 
want it to be this way or not,” 
the Legislature will "make cer­ 
tain decisions on the basis of 
cost-benefit analyses.” 


But that "may very well fall 
on its face, just because of its 
own weight,” he added. "It’s a 
very cumbersome kind of thing 
just to get it moving” and its 
subjectivity can be a barrier. 
It means “eventually, you’ve 
got to put a number on 
everything,” Gilbert said; that 
is, "decide what quality is 
worth.” He noted NU will make 
a "tremendous effort” to es­ 
tablish cost-benefit analysis, but 
it will “be very painful” and 
"may not be worth the effort.” 
Chancellor Zumberge was out 
of town Friday and not available 
for comment. 
A hearing on updating the five- 
year plan “Toward Excellence” 
will begin at 9:30 a.m. 
Wednesday in Room 202 of the 
Nebraska Union, 14th and R.

If the governors of the states 
in the Old West and Four Cor­ 
ners regional commissions agree 
on the need for a joint energy 
policy, Judge said he will seek 
funding from the Old West group 
Dec. 13 at Lincoln, Neb. 
The money would be used to 
hire a qualified, small staff to 
help develop the policy state­ 
ment. 
Judge said the statement 
could address such subjects as 
the leasing of federal lands, 


reclamation, impact funds for 
areas in which federal develop­ 
ment occurs, conservation of 
energy and research projects. 
Old West states are Montana, 
South Dakota, North Dakota, 
Wyoming and Nebraska. Four 
Corners states are Utah, Colo­ 
rado, Arizona and New Mexico. 
Judge said the Federation of 
Rocky Mountain States, which 
he heads, probably would go 
along with a joint effort of the 
two federal regional commis­ 
sion to prepare an energy pol­ 
icy.
